- TEACHERS’ SALARIES RAISED
i —— ;
There was general .rejoicing re-
cently among thé teachers in the
Los Angeles " public schodls tollow-
ing announcement by the Board of
Education that therg will be a gen-
eral salary Increase in the budget
for 1921-22. The increases were
decided upon after several weeks
of conferences among members of
the board. They will aggregate
$613,850 and the salary schedule
during the coming school year will
total $9,315,125.
Elementary school teachers will
receive approxlmataly' 30 more each
month than at present; YRigh school
principals $40, and vice-principals
$20. The new salary schedule pro-
vides for increases 2ach 'successive
year. In some cases these will ex:
tend over a period of three years
and in others as long as ten years,
the maximum salaries to be paid at
the ends of these periods.
Teachers in primary and elemen-
tary grades will reccive $140 a
month for the first year.  There
will be’' a gradual increase until
the tenth year, when they will re-
ceive $200 a month, -Kindergar-
ten teachers’ salaries will range
from $140 for the first yedr to $200
for the tenth ysar, while directors
will. receive $125 for the first year
and $150 the sixth year. Assist-
ants will be paid. $100 the first
year and $120 the fifth year.
